DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 12/2/08 
has been entered. Claims 1-6 are pending of which 2,4 and 6 are withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. Due to the amendment, the rejection of claims 1 ,3 and 5 under 35 USC 1 1 2 is 
withdrawn. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments, see remarks, page 5, last paragraph, filed 12/2/08, with 
respect to 35 UCS 103 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 
claims 1,3 and 5 has been withdrawn. 

Election/Restrictions 

4. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 2, 
4 and 6 directed to species II non-elected without traverse. 

5. Accordingly, claims 2, 4 and 6 have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1 ,3 and 5 are allowed. 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance:

Claim 1 is allowable as the applicants have properly stated on page 5, lines 19- 
21 that "Chan's two comparisons and Schwartz' two comparisons does not clearly state 
comparing two patterns with another two patterns to determine a type of tube." Thus, 
dependent claims are allowed. 

The closest prior art, Hooker et al. (US Patent 6,525,333 B1), is pertinent as 

teaching two comparisons together to determine a type of tube as shown in fig. 

20:194-202; however, the comparisons compare measurements via a rule and 

not the claimed comparing patterns with patterns. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
